fied  in  subparagraphs  (1),  (2),  and  (3),  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
$10, COO  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  five  years,  or  both. 

“(b)  As  used  in  this  section  ‘unlawful  activity’  means  (1)  any 
business  enterprise  involving  gambling,  liquor  on  which  the  Federal 
excise  tax  has  not  been  paid,  narcotics,  or  prostitution  offenses  in 
violation  of  the  laws  of  the  State  in  which  they  are  committed  or  of 
the  United  States,  or  (2)  extortion  or  bribery  in  violation  of  the  laws 
of  the  State  in  which  committed  or  of  the  United  States. 

“(c)  Investigations  of  violations  under  this  section  involving  liquor 
or  narcotics  shall  be  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury.” 

and  (b)  by  adding  the  following  item  to  the  analysis  of  the  chapter: 

"Sec.  1952.  Interstate  and  foreign  travel  or  transportation  in  aid  of  racketeering 
enterprises.”

Data  and  Procedure 

New  Zealand  appears  to  have  developed  a  sound  system 
of  off-track  betting  well  adapted  to  local  conditions. 

Under  the  Gaming  Amendment  Act  of  1949  s  a  Totalisator 
Agency  Board  (TAB)  was  officially  set  up  to  establish  and  man¬ 
age  off-course  betting.  The  governing  body  of  the  Board  con¬ 
sists  of  eight  members  appointed  by  the  New  Zealand  Racing 
Conference  and  the  New  Zealand  Trotting  Conference.  The  chair¬ 
manship  of  the  Board  alternates  annually  between  the  two  con¬ 
ference  presidents. 

The  Totalisator  Agency  Board  (TAB)  accepts  bets,  at 
branches  and  agencies,  for  all  horse  racing  and  trotting  meet¬ 
ings  in  New  Zealand  providing  a  totalisator  is  operated  on  the 
race  course. 

By  April  1,  1958,  there  were  278  agencies  in  opera¬ 
tion  controlled  by  28  branches  or  collating  centers.  The 
agencies  are  grouped  and  centered  at  a  parent  branch  according 
to  locality  and  proximity  to  telephone  communication  channels. 
The  number  of  agencies  attached  to  a  parent  branch  varies  from 
4  to  52;  full  control  over  agents  is  exercised  by  the  manager 
of  the  parent  branch.  Agents  are  appointed  by  the  Board,  after 
thorough  screening,  and  they  are  paid  a  fee  based  on  the  vol¬ 
ume  of  business  in  relation  to  the  estimated  annual  adminis- 
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trative  costs,  hours  of  work  and  degree  of  responsi bility. 

From  this  fee,  the  agent  pays  all  operating  costs  of  the 
agency  with  the  exception  of  rental  and  maintenance  of  the 
premises,  betting  tickets,  printed  forms,  record  books  and 
telephone  and  toll  charges.  The  27$  agents  in  charge  of 
agencies  appoint  their  own  ’'casual"  staff  as  required.  These 
staffs  approximate  a  total  of  1,500  employees.  A  permanent 
staff  of  247  employees  is  employed  by  the  board,  and  in  addi¬ 
tion,  1,000  "casual"  employees  are  employed  at  the  head  of¬ 
fice  collating  center  and  branch  offices  on  race  days  and 
pre-race  days. 

Details  of  off-course  bets  are  telephoned  to  the  indi¬ 
vidual  track  and  form  a  common  pool  with  on-course  bets.  For 
the  season  ending  July  31,  1957 3  there  were  257  days  of  racing 
and  118  days  of  trotting  for  a  total  of  375  racing  days,  held 
at  74  tracks  on  95  calendar  days. 

The  board  is  empowered  to  choose  the  areas  where  its 
branches  shall  be  located.  These  are  areas  usually  not  under 
5,000  in  population.  Where  the  area  is  smaller,  agents  are 
appointed  who  are  paid  fees  based  on  the  volume  of  business 
done.  However,  most  of  the  other  than  personal  service  cost 
is  paid  by  the  board. 

In  order  to  record  conversations  with  racing  club 
secretaries  who  give  listings  of  horses  and  official  race  book 
numbers,  tape  recorders  are  used.  Two  Multilith  machines  are 
then  used  for  printing  race  lists.  These  machines  have  a  capa¬ 
city  of  5,000  sheets  per  hour.  For  each  meeting  7,000  sheets 
are  run  and  newsprint  is  used  for  economy  purposes.  Special 
time  schedules  are  prepared  for  agencies  and  branches  showing 
closing  and  transmission  times  for  races. 

At  the  TAB’S  278  agencies  and  28  branches  a  person  may  place 
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a  minimum  bet  of  5  shillings;  94-25  per  cent  of  the  bets  are  for 
this  minimum  amount.  If  an  individual  has  an  account  at  an 
agency,  he  may  bet  by  telephone  or  mail.  However,  cash  prepay¬ 
ment  is  the  predominant  form  of  payment.  He  may  also  bet  by 
mail  if  he  transmits  money. 

Tickets  are  issued  in  triplicate,  one  is  given  the 
bettor,  the  other  twro  are  used  in  the  office  to  account  for  the 
bet.  In  the  case  of  agency  bets,  the  bets  are  telephoned  to  the 
17  sub-collating  centers  which  transmit  them  to  the  seven  dis¬ 
trict  collating  centers  and  from  there  they  are  forwarded  to 
the  head  office  collating  center.  The  head  office  then  telephones 
the  bet  to  the  intended  track.  At  the  track  the  TAB!s  represen¬ 
tatives  arrange  for  inclusion  of  the  figures  in  the  totalisator. 

Betting  for  win  and  place  ceases  one  and  one-half  hours 
before  starting  time  and  for  the  daily  ndoublesn  (including  multi¬ 
ple  doubles)  two  hours  before  starting  time.  All  betting  figures 
must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  totalisator  offices  at  the  track  at 
least  45  minutes  before  each  race. 

A  total  of  17-35  per  cent  is  deducted  from  all  totali¬ 
sator  betting,  of  which  the  government  tax  is  9.35  per  cent. 

There  is  an  additional  levy  of  one-half  per  cent  which  is  used 
for  capital  purposes  by  the  TAB.  The  remainder  of  the  commission, 

7° 5  per  cent  is  retained  by  the  TAB,  and  is  subsequently  distri¬ 
buted  to  the  various  participating  racing  clubs. 

Experience 

In  New  Zealand  bookmaking  was  officially  abolished  in 
1911.  It  continued,  however,  to  flourish  despite  sporadic  efforts 
to  stamp  it  out.  A  Royal  Commission  was  set  up  in  1946  because  the 
public  had  protested  the  bookmakers’  flouting  of  the  law  and  be¬ 
cause  bettors  had  complained  about  bookmakers’  methods  of  operation. 
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As  a  result  of  the  investigations  by  the  Royal  Commission, 
legal  off-track  betting  began  in  New  Zealand  in  the  autumn  of  1951° 
One  of  the  principal  reason  for  initiating  this  system  of  off-track 
betting  was  a  desire  to  eliminate  illegal  bookmaking  with  all  its 
attendant  abuses.  The  Totalisator  Agency  Board  and  the  New  Zea¬ 
land  Department  of  Internal  Affairs  have  stated  that  legal  off¬ 
track  betting  is  reducing  the  operations  of  illegal  bookmakers.

The  total  amount  collected  in  taxes  since  off-track  betting 
was  instituted  in  March  31,  1951  is  £9, 15$, 233. 

The  Totalisator  Agency  Board  in  their  publication  ’’History 
and  Operation  of  Off-Course  Betting”,  published  in  August,  195$, 
in  commenting  on  their  experience,  makes  the  following  observations: 

(a)  Careful  attention  has  been  given  to  the  selection  of 
staff  and  agents 

(b)  No  person  who  formerly  was  in  any  way  connected  with 
bookmaking  is  employed  in  any  capacity. 
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(c)  Credit  betting  is  not  permitted, 

(d)  All  bets  made  by  the  public  are  placed  on  the 
totalisator. 

(e)  Dividends  arise  only  from  the  distribution  of 
the  f,pool?ro 

(f)  No  loitering  on  premises  is  permited, 

(g)  No  cash  payments  of  dividends  are  made  on  the 
day  on  which  they  are  won  and  no  dividend  results 
are  displayed  on  the  day  of  the  meeting, 

(h)  No  person  convicted  of  a  crime  may  enter  Total- 
isator  Agency  Board  premises. 

Financially  the  racing  and  trotting  clubs  gain  sub¬ 
stantially  from  the  division  of  profits. 

The  government  gains  taxation  (1956-1957?  £2,046,486) 
which  was  previously  lost  to  it. 

Bookmakers  have  declined  in  number  through  loss  in 
turnover  and  police  action,  or  are  not  so  open  in  their  acti¬ 
vities,  They  can  no  longer  quote  "public  demand"  as  an  excuse 
for  their  operations. 

The  Board’s  off-course  scheme  has  not  affected  attend¬ 
ances  at  racing  and  trotting  meetings,  but  has  undoubtedly  met 
the  demand  for  a  legal  means  of  betting  away  from  the  race 


course.

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Orders  Issued  by  the  Postmaster  General 


Lotteries  and  sports  pools  are  both  illegal  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Criminal  Code  of  Canada,  and  all  possible  steps 
are  taken  by  the  Post  Office  Department  to  prevent  the  use  of 
Canadian  mails  for  these  purposes., 

Postal  regulations  require  that  all  mail  suspected  to 
relate  to  illegal  undertakings  of  this  nature  be  intercepted  and 
sent  to  the  Undeliverable  Mail  Office  at  Ottawa  for  disposal. 

During  the  period  August  1st,  I960  to  July  31st ,  1961 
there  were  150,840  pieces  of  suspected  mail  received  by  the 
Undeliverable  Mail  Office  at  Ottawa,  Practically  all  of  this 
suspected  mail  originated  in  foreign  countries.  Approximately  5 5% 
of  this  mail  was  found  to  contain  tickets  and  literature  relating 
to  a  sweepstake  operating  in  Jamaica,  The  remainder  contained 
material  relating  to  the  sports  pools  operating  in  England  or  to 
lotteries  being  conducted  in  other  countries  such  as  Eire,  West 
Australia,  etc. 

When  the  Post  Office  Department  receive  evidence  that 
operators  of  lotteries  or  sports  pools  in  foreign  countries  are 
sending  their  material  by  mail  to  Canada,  an  order  is  issued  pro¬ 
hibiting  the  delivery  of  all  mail  addressed  to  or  coming  from  the 
operators.  These  orders  are  published  each  month  in  the  Monthly 
Supplement  to  the  Canada  Official  Postal  Guide, 

In  cases  where  it  is  observed  that  an  individual  residing 
in  Canada  is  using  the  mails  in  connection  with  lottery  or  sports 
pool  activities,  a  letter  is  sent  to  that  person  advising  the  in¬ 
dividual  that  the  use  of  the  mails  for  such  purposes  is  prohibited 
and  that  if  the  offence  is  repeated,  mailing  facilities  will  be  with¬ 
drawn  from  the  person  concerned. 

There  is  the  further  type  of  lottery  which  is  a  matter  of 
concern  to  the  Post  Office  Department;  namely,  domestic  drawings 
sponsored  and  operated  by  religious  organizations,  fraternal 
associations  or  civic  groups  with  the  object  of  obtaining  funds  for 
religious  or  charitable  purposes. 

When  the  value  of  the  prizes  offered  through  these  drawings 
exceeds  that  permitted  by  law  viz.  $50,00,  and  the  Post  Office 
Department  receive  evidence  that  the  mails  are  being  used  in  con¬ 
nection  with  such  undertakings,  an  order  is  issued  against  the  pro¬ 
moters  or  any  of  their  known  agents  and  this  prohibition  is  main¬ 
tained  in  effect  until  such  time  as  the  Department  is  furnished 
with  satisfactory  proof  that  the  undertaking  which  resulted  in  the 
issuance  of  the  prohibition  has  been  abandoned,  or  that  the  drawing 
has  taken  place  and  the  prizes  awarded.

Football  Pools  in  the  Uni ted  Kingdom 


The  British  football  pools  have  enjoyed  a  remarkable  growth  in 
popularity  in  comparison  to  other  forms  of  gambling.  Nq  complete 
statistics  of  turnover  before  the  imposition  of  taxation  in  194$ 
are  available  but  the  Royal  Commission  on  Betting,  Lotteries  and 
Gambling  1949-1951  estimated  that  the  annual  turnover  was  about 
£$  million  in  1933,  about  £1$  million  in  1936  and  about  £22  million 
in  193$.  During  the  war  the  turnover  dropped  to  less  than  £5  million 
and  then  rose  steadily  from  1945  onwards  to  £.64,6  million  in  194$. 

In  1949  there  was  a  drop  to  £53,5  million  mainly  due  to  the  increased 
rate  of  duty  (from  20%  to  30%  of  the  total  stake  money  paid)  imposed 
by  the  Finance  Act  1949  and  the  bettors  reaction  and  apparent  resistance 
to  this  change.  Since  then  there  has  been  an  almost  continuous  increase 
and  it  reached  the  figure  of  £105,7  million  in  1959. 


Organization 


In  contrast  to  the  Scandinavian  countries  where  all  betting  on 
football  pools  is  arranged  by  a  state  monopoly,  the  football  pool 
business  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  carried  out  by  a  number  of  limited 
companies  who  are  also  private  companies  and  as  such  do  not  publish 
accounts  under  the  Companies  Act,  1949.  The  bulk  of  the  business  is 
concentrated  in  the  hands  of  a  dozen  or  so  comparatively  large  firms. 

Coupons  are  distributed  by  promoters  in  two  ways,  either  by  mail 
or  through  agents,  known  as  collectors,  who  are  responsible  for  dis-r 
tributing  coupons  to  a  number  of  clients  of  a  particular  promoter  and 
for  transmitting  the  completed  coupons  to  the  promoter,  a  service  for 
which  they  receive  a  commission  from  the  promoter. 

Prior  to  the  entry  into  force  of  the  Poof  Betting  Act,  1955,  all 
betting  on  football  pools  was  conducted  on  a  credit  basis,  and  the  usual 
arrangement  was  to  send  the  money  staked  on  each  coupon  with  the  next 
week’s  coupon.  The  Pool  Betting  Act,  1955,  permitted  postal  betting  on 
pools  for  cash  and  most  of  the  larger  pools  took  advantage  of  it  to 
change  over  from  a  credit  to  a  pash  basis. 


The  Various  Types  of  Pools 


All  promoters  include  in  their  coupon  a  number  of  different  types  of 
pools.  In  some  of  these  pools  the  odds  against  a  successful  forecast  are 
comparatively  short  (from  about  $0  to  1  to  about  10,000  to  1)  and  the 
dividends  paid  are  small  in  proportion. 
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In  addition  to  these  minor  pools  all  promoters  include  in  their 
coupon  three  or  four  pools  (of  the  type  in  -which  a  number  of  dividends 
are  paid)  in  which  the  odds  against  a  successful  forecast  are  very  much 
greater,  being  frequently  5  million  to  1  against,  and  in  some  circum¬ 
stances  as  much  as  700  million  to  1  against „  In  this  type  of  pool  very 
large  dividends  are  not  infrequently  declared „  It  appears  that  some 
firms  do  not  always  state  when  the  amount  paid  is  less  than  the  amount 
of  the  declared  dividend.,  so  that  a  large  dividend  declared  to  a  stake 
of  lSo  may  be  twice  the  amount  actually  paid,  or  even  four  times  the 
amount  paid  where  the  minimum  stake  is  3d0,  as  is  the  case  in  some 
promoters’  pools 0 


Size  of  Stakes 


There  are  no  exact  and  up-to-date  figures  available  regarding 
the  average  weekly  amount  staked  on  each  football  coupon,,  Evidence 
submitted  to  the  Royal  Commission  1949-1951  makes  it  possible  to 
estimate  the  average  stake  which  seems  to  vary  from  3s  <,  to  l+s  e  per 
coupon0  An  analysis  of  the  stakes  on  250,000  actual  coupons  shows  that 
in  that  week  6 5%  of  the  stakes  on  these  coupons  were  less  than  3s .  , 

$5%  less  than  5s „  and  97%  less  than  10s 0  The  average  amount  staked 
by  each  individual  who  takes  part  in  football  pools  is  even  smaller 
and  according  to  a  Social  Survey  made  in  1949-1950  it  amounted  to 

2s o  6d„ 

The  transmission  of  coupons  to  and  from  competitors  also  makes 
a  considerable  demand  on  the  services  of  the  Post  Office,,  Roughly 
10%  of  the  letters  handled  by  the  Post  Office  were  letters  to  or 
from  football  pool  firms 9  and  that  about  60%  of  postal  orders  sold 
were  sold  for  the  purposes  of  football  pools „

The  small  increase  in  the  number  of  pools  paying  duty  during  1953 
was  mainly  due  to  the  change  in  the  definition  of  pool  betting  as  out¬ 
lined  in  Section  4  of  the  Finance  Act,  1952. 

In  the  Spring  of  1954  a  number  of  small  football  pools  were  started 
by  sports  clubs  and  other  organizations  to  replace  lotteries  which  had 
been  stopped  by  the  police  as  infringing  the  lottery  laws.  Between  March, 
1953  and  March,  1956,  the  number  of  pools  from  which  dut]^  was  collected 
rose,  mainly  for  this  reason,  from  34  to  163.  Some  of  the  competitions 
which  thus  came  within  the  scope  of  the  duty  included  elements  both  of 
betting  and  of  a  lottery,  Subject  to  certain  conditions,  the  Small 
Lotteries  and  Gaming  Act,  1956,  legalized  the  conduct  of  small  lotteries 
by  a  society  registered  with  the  appropriate  local  authority,  where  the 
lottery  is  promoted  to  raise  money  for  the  society’s  charitable,  sporting 
or  other  purposes  and  not  for  private  gain.  The  Act  also  amended  the 
fiscal  definition  of  a  bet  so  as  to  exclude  the  taking  of  a  ticket  or  a 
chance  in  a  lottery  permitted  under  its  provision,  and  therefore  exempted 
such  lotteries  from  pool  betting  duty.  In  consequence  of  these  changes 
in  the  law,  the  number  of  pools  from  which  duty  was  collected  fell,  and 
was  only  79  on  31st  March,  1957. 

From  a  financial  standpoint  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  smaller 
promoters  are  steadily  losing  ground  to  the  larger  firms 0

The  history  of  football  betting  started  in  England,, 

There,  large  private  undertakings  have  arranged  betting  on  the 
results  of  the  soccer  matches  in  the  English  soccer  series  for 
many  years.  Since  the  combinations  of  private  enterprise  and 
gambling  usually  foster  an  expansive  policy  it  was  not  altoge¬ 
ther  surprising  that  these  enterprises  began  to  expand  their  ac¬ 
tivities  to  other  European  countries,  among  them  Sweden.  There 
gradually  arose  a  wide  illegal  activity  because  the  Swedish 
agents  of  the  English  betting  enterprises  started  to  distribute 
football  coupons  on  a  relatively  large  scale, 

FOUNDING  OF  SWEDISH  BETTING  SERVICE, INC. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  were  many  prosecutions 
and  the  Swedish  representatives  were  fined,  the  illegal  movement 
grew  to  such  dimensions  that  the  Swedish  Government  found  it  bet¬ 
ter  to  legalize  betting  through  a  Swedish  enterprise  than  to 
tolerate  the  moral  injuries  that  accompany  an  underground  activity, 
and  better  than  to  allow  considerable  sums  of  money  to  leave  the 
country.  The  authorities’  constant  efforts  to  stamp  out  betting 
on  football  pools  failed,  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  police 
were  trying  to  enforce  a  law  which  was  not  designed  to  cope  writh 
an  activity  of  this  kind,  and  partly  because  betting  on  pools  was 
regarded  as  an  innocent  fun  by  the  general  public,  something  simi¬ 
lar  to  lotteries  and  totalizators,  which  were  legal  at  the  time. 

The  legalization  occurred  in  1934?  when  several  representatives  of 
Swedish  sports  received  permission  to  form  a  corporation  with  a 
monopoly  on  arranging  betting  contests.  The  grant  of  monopoly  was 
made  under  strict  guarantee  that  the  corporation  would  not  be  oper¬ 
ated  for  private  gain,  but  for  public  benefit;  the  total  profits 
of  the  enterprise  were  to  go  to  the  state  to  be  used  for  the  sup¬ 
port  of  sports  and  outdoor  recreation.  Thus  was  formed  the  oldest 
football  pool  in  Europe  ever  appointed  by  government. 

Among  the  regulations  governing  the  company  the  following 
may  be  mentioned t  The  board  of  directors  of  the  company  would 
consist  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Government  were  to  appoint 
two,  one  as  chairman  and  one  as  vice-chairman.  Of  the  income  from 
bets,  50  per  cent  was  to  be  distributed  to  the  winners  of  the  bets; 
not  more  than  30  per  cent  was  to  be  used  for  the  company’s  expenses. 
The  rest  of  the  annual  profits  was  to  be  used  according  to  direc¬ 
tives  issued  by  the  Government. 

The  original  intention  to  use  the  total  profits  of  the 
company  for  the  support  of  sports  and  outdoor  recreation  w as 
changed  later,  when  the  profits  had  risen  to  far  larger  proportions 
than  had  been  anticipated  on  the  formation  of  the  Company,

Today  the  main  oart  of  the  profit  goes  directly  into  the  State 
Treasury,  and  only  a  small  part  of  it  is  used  for  athletic  pur¬ 
poses.  The  proportion  allowed  for  operating  expenses  was  re¬ 
duced  from  30  per  cent  to  22.5  per  cent,  but  no  more  than  about 
15  per  cent  has  ever  been  used  for  this  purpose. 

It  might  also  be  of  interest  to  know  that  on  April  14th, 
1943,  the  Parliament  voted  in  favour  of  a  proposition  that  a  sum 
of  S.  Crs.  47,000  be  set  aside  to  acquire  446  shares  of  the  Com¬ 
pany’s  total  outstanding  stock  of  450  shares. 

HOW  THE  BETTING  WORKS 


Weekly  from  the  end  of  July  to  the  beginning  of  June 
the  company  arranges  betting  on  the  results  of  soccer  matches,. 

During  the  fall  and  spring  Swedish  soccer  matches  are  used,  dur¬ 
ing  the  winter,  when  soccer  cannot  be  played  in  Sweden  on  account 
of  weather  conditions,  English  matches  are  used.  The  betting 
takes  three  different  forms  -  cancellation,  cipher  and  pool  -  and 
for  each  type,  special  coupons  are  printed. 

On  the  cancellation  coupon  twelve  matches  are  always  in¬ 
cluded,  and  it  is  necessary  for  the  participant,  by  marking  the 
coupon,  to  guess  whether  the  result  will  be  a  win  or  a  loss  for 
the  home  team,  or  as  a  third  possibility,  a  tie.  This  type  of 
betting  is  incomparably  the  most  popular,  and  is  alone  responsible 
for  more  than  90  per  cent  of  the  money  placed.  The  coupon  has 
eight  columns,  and  it  costs  the  participant  40^re  (about  8  cents) 
for  each  column  that  he  fills  in.  In  this  sum  a  tax  of  5  6re  per 
column  is  included. 

The  cipher  coupon  lists  six  soccer  matches,  and  the  pro¬ 
blem  here  is  to  guess  the  exact  score  in  each  match. 

The  pool  coupon,  which  includes  five  different  contests, 
requires  that  the  participant  mark  a  certain  number  of  matches 
from  a  list  of  many  as  a  win  for  one  or  the  other  of  the  teams  or 
as  a  tie. 

According  to  the  rules  governing  the  company,  half  of 
the  takings  are  distributed  as  winnings  in  the  following  manner. 

In  "cancellation"  betting,  the  groups  which  have  made  the  highest, 
the  next  highest,  and  the  third  highest  number  of  correct  guesses 
receive  each  one  third.  To  prevent  disproportionately  large  win¬ 
nings,  the  maximum  has  been  fixed  at  S.Crs.  250,000  (about  650,000.) 
per  row  of  the  coupon.  To  avoid  disproportionately  small  winnings, 
which  cause  an  immense  amount  of  work  for  the  company,  the  minimum 
sum  has  been  fixed  at  S.  Crs.  5  (about  $1.00)  per  row.  The  distri¬ 
bution  of  winnings  for  the  "cipher"  bets  is  two  thirds  for  the 
group  with  the  highest  number  and  one  third  for  that  with  the  next 
highest  number  of  right  scores.  The  minimum  win,  in  this  case, 
is  set  at  S.  Crs.  3  per  row.  For  the  "pool",  special  rules  are 
applied  according  to  the  principle  of  odds. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  SWEDISH  BETTING  SERVICE  INC. 

The  company  has  a  head  office  in  Stockholm,  twenty-one 
district  offices,  and  approximately  eleven  thousand  agents.  The 
agents,  w ho  are  primarily  tobacco  and  newspaper  dealers,  have  the 
task  of  providing  the  public  with  coupons,  receiving  the  filled- 
in  coupons  of  the  bettors,  and  collecting  the  payments.  For  this 
they  receive  a  commission  of  10  per  cent  of  total  stakes. 
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Agents  of  the  company  are  instructed  not  to  hand  out 
coupons  to  young  persons  under  the  age  of  16  years  and  not  to 
distribute  the  same  in  any  factory,  shop  or  office,  Only  in¬ 
dividual  persons  are  accepted  as  agents  since  they  are  respon¬ 
sible  for  their  own  actions  under  the  law. 

As  of  June,  1959 s  the  total  personnel  of  the  main  of¬ 
fice  in  Stockholm  totalled  365,  of  which  31  were  permanent  em¬ 
ployees,  while  334  were  paid  on  hourly  salary.  The  latter  group 
is  mainly  composed  of  students  attending  university  or  the  vari¬ 
ous  high  schools. 


COLLECTION  OF  FUNDS 

The  Company  has  also  co-operated  in  the  collection  of 
funds  for  the  re-education  of  Finnish  war  invalids  in  Sweden. 
This  co-operation  was  managed  by  the  addition  of  a  blue-and- 
white  coupon  to  the  regular  coupon,  the  use  of  the  added  coupon 
costing  the  bettor  an  extra  5  0re. 

This  device  brought  in  about  S„Crs.  2  million  up  to 
Dec.  31,  1947,  and  during  the  years  1944  to  1947,  Danish,  Nor¬ 
wegian  and  Swedish  military  and  civilian  defense  invalids  were 
also  included  in  the  benefits. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  spring  session  of  1946,  the 
blue -and -white  coupon  was  replaced  by  a  red-and-wh.it e  coupon; 
the  funds  thus  collected  were  diverted  to  the  Swedish  aid  to 
Europe  . 


OPPOSITION  OVERCOME 


The  legalization  of  betting  in  Sweden  took  place  under 
great  opnosition  from  wide  circles,  who  thought  it  shameful  of 
the  state  to  encourage  the  youth,  especially,  to  gamble  to  the 
degree  that  one  might  expect.  According  to  the  opinion  of  these 
people,  there  should  instead  be  an  effort  to  make  the  law  against 
betting  effective  by  prosecution  of  all  operators  of  illegal 
betting  enterprises.  This  was  objected  to  by  others  on  the 
ground  that  it  had  already  been  proved  impossible  to  enforce  the 
laws  against  betting.  The  punishments  were  so  light  anyway  that 
they  did  not  frighten  those  caught  into  quitting  the  business. 

When  the  income  from  the  activity  of  the  company  began 
to  rise  there  began  a  violent  debate  in  the  press,  in  which  the 
Government  was  exposed  to  strong  criticism  for  having  granted  a 
concession  to  the  company.  The  demand  for  at  least  limitation 
of  the  scope  of  the  betting  business  became  so  strong  in  leading 
newspapers  that  one  year  the  company  was  forced  to  restrict  its 
contests  to  every  other  week. 

The  reaction  to  this  measure  was,  however,  the  direct 
opposite  to  that  which  the  adversaries  of  betting  had  expected. 
There  was  a  general  disapproval  among  bettors.  At  the  time,  one 
could  figure  that  from  1  to  l|  million  people  out  of  a  total 
population  approaching  7  million  were  betting  in  Sweden,  and 
their  wishes  could  no  longer  be  ignored.  Thus  the  last  resist¬ 
ance  to  free  development  of  monopoly  was  broken,  and  to-day  no 
authoritative  voice  is  raised  in  Sweden  for  a  repeal  or  even  a 
restriction  of  betting  activity. 

On  May  7?  1935 s  a  question  regarding  the  government’s 
policy  in  this  matter  was  directed  to  the  Prime  Minister  Per 
Albin  Hansson  by  a  member  of  the  Second  Chamber,  In  his  reply, 
the  Prime  Minister  stressed  the  point  that  when  considering  the 


system  of  legal  betting  one  should  not  forget  that  it  was  intro¬ 
duced  in  order  to  eliminate  illegal  betting  and  to  this  effect 
it  has  been  of  great  importance.  Having  this  object  in  mind  it 
would  be  unwise  to  adapt  a  restrictive  policy  which  might  once 
again  stimulate  the  illegal  activities. 

Football  pool  betting  does  not  attract  big  gamblers 
or  speculators,:,  A  decisive  reason  why  plungers  are  not  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  betting  is  that  it  is  not  profitable  to  make  large 
bets  in  a  game  where  one  knows  that  even  a  perfect  score  will 
not  necessarily  yield  a  worth-while  pecuniary  gain.  Since  the 
winnings  are  divided  equally  among  all  who  guessed  an  equal 
number  of  correct  results ,  the  amount  per  winner  depends  upon 
how  many  there  are  of  these  in  each  contests,  and  no  one  can 
predict  that.

The  average  stake  per  coupon  is  obtained  by  dividing  the  total 
stakes  for  the  year  by  the  total  number  of  coupons  submitted  throughout 
the  year.

NORSK  TIPPING  A/S 
Norwegian  Pootball  Pools,  Ltdo 


The  Norwegian  football  pools  are  controlled  by  an  Act 
passed  by  t he  Government  in  June  21,  1946,  according  to  which 
it  is  forbidden  to  run  a  pool  without  legal  authority *  The 
King,  according  to  the  Act,  has  authority  to  grant  a  company 
concession  to  run  a  foot-bail  pool  for  a  period  of  five  years 
at  a  time. 

Such  a  concession  has  been  granted  to  a  semi-public 
company  knwon  as  Norsk  Tipping  a/s  (Norwegian  Football  Pools, 
Ltd,,)*  The  company*  s  shareholders  are  the  State,  the  Norwegian 
Athletic  Association  and  the  Norwegian  Football  Association, 
Norsk  Tipping  A/S  is  administered  by  a  board  of  directors 
appointed  by  the  Crown  for  a  three  year  period  of  office  (the 
administrative  director  also  being  appointed  by  the  Crown)* 

The  company* s  accounts  are  audited  by t he  same  body  as  audits 
the  State  Treasury* s  accounts  (Kiksrevis jonen)  and  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  profits  is  supervised  by  the  Ministry  of  Education 
and  Church  Affairs*  This  ministry  also  supervises  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  company  as  a  whole* 

THE  OPERATION  OF  POOLS 


The  system  of  forecasting  in  Norway  is  simple*  On  a 
given  number  of  matches  the  investor  is  required  to  forecast 
correctly  a  win  for  one  or  other  of  the  opposing  teams,  or  a 
drawn  match* 

The  coupon  contains  12  matches*  During  the  summer  months 
Norwegian  matches  are  used  on  the  coupons,  during  the  winter 
months  British  ones*  Business  is  brisker  during  the  winter 
months,  due  partly  to  the  fact  that  at  that  time  of  the  year 
people  have  of  necessity  a  good  deal  more  indoor  leisure  time, 
and  partly  to  the  fact  that  British  matches  are  so  popular 
with  the  forecasters* 

The  cost  per  completed  column  is  25  /re  (about  4  cents) , 
Though  there  is  no  limit  to  the  number  of  columns  each  investor 
may  submit,  It  is  not  possible  to  w ager  more  than  N*  Crs,  12 
on  one  coupon. 

Half  of  the  amount  invested  each  week  is  paid  out  in  div- 
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idend.So  This  sum  available  for  distribution  as  dividends 
is  divided  into  three  equal  parts ,  since  equal  sums  are 
allotted  to  each  of  the  three  dividend  games.  The  third 
allotted  to  the  1st  dividend  group  is  divided  equally  among 
investors  with  12  correct  forecasts,  that  allotted  to  the 
2nd  group  is  divided  equally  amont  those  with  11  correct 
forecasts,  and  the  remaining  third  with  those  with  10 
correct  lorecasts.  Dividends  are  exempted  from  tax.  This 
is  quite  effective  as  inducement  specially  in  a  welfare 
state  like  Norway  where  taxes  by  necessity  are  comparatively 
high  , 


Individual  dividends  have  a  maximum  limit  of  N,  Grs, 
75)000  per  column,  if,  however,  there  are  several  winning 
columns  on  one  coupon,  the  total  dividend  of  that  one  coupon 
may  be  considerably  larger.  The  largest  sum  that  has  been 
paid  out  to  a  single  investor  in  one  week  is  N„  Grs,  130,000, 


PARTICIPATION  IN  THE  POOLS 


Of  Norway’s  3 h  million  inhabitants  it  is  estimated  that 
more  than  600,000  fill  in  football  pool  coupons  every  week. 
Pools  forecasting  has  become  a  very  popular  pastime  in  Norway 
in  recent  years  -  to  the  advantage  of  both  science  and  sport. 

The  average  investment  is  about  N,  Grs,  30  per  year  per 
person  of  the  total  population.  Stakes  are  modest  and  the 
average  weekly  stake  per  coupon  ranges  from  N,  Grs, 2,45  to  N, 
Grs, 2,69° 

At  present  the  Norwegian  Football  Pools,  Ltd,  has  more 
than  43000  agents  scattered  all  over  the  country.  In  the  towns 
the  agents  are  invariably  tobacconists,  and  in  the  country  dis¬ 
trict  the  owners  of  the  general s tores ,  They  undertake  the 
distribution  of  the  coupons,  take  in  the  completed  coupons  with 
their  investments  and  send  them  to  the  company.  Money  negotia¬ 
tions  between  the  agent  and  company  a  re  done  through  postal 
cheque  service  as  are  ail  dividends  paid  out  to  the  public, 

WHO  KEGE'IVES  THE  GRANTS 


The  company  pays  no  taxes  such  as  income  tax,  property 
tax  or  coupon  tax  to  the  State  or  any  municipality.  Thus  the 
company’s  total  profits  are  sent  directly  to  those  authorities 
concerned  with  its  distribution  lor  the  advancement  of  sport 
and  science. 

These  profits  are  divided  as  follows?  the  lirst  million 
(N,  CrSo)  goes  entirely  to  sport.  Of  the  second  million 
(N,  Crs,)  80 °/o  goes  to  sport  and  of  the  third  million  (N,  Crs,J 
60,  Of  the  fourth  million  (N,  Grs,)  spor  receives  40 %  and  of 
the  sums  in  excess  of  that  20%,  The  rest  goes  to  science,  A 
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detailed  account,  or  these  two  grants  is  included  in  the 
statistical  aata  on  page  20, 

GRANTS  EOR  THE  ADVANCEMENT  OR  SPORTS 


The  preparatory  work  with  applications  and  recommenda¬ 
tions  concerning  the  distribution  of  profits  to  sport  is 
carried  out  by  the  State,  Office  for  Sport  and  iouth  Work  at 
the  Royal  Norwegian  Ministry  of  Education  and  Church  Affairs, 
In  considering  applications , the  Office  seeks  advice  from  both 
the  local  and  the  central  sports  organizations,  and  finally 
from  a  co-ordination  committee  ~  Statens  ldrettsrad  ~ 
appointed  by  the  Crown,  The  greater  part  of  the  profits  goes 
to  sports  constructions  bur  contributions  have  also  been  made 
towards  participation  in  the  Olympic  Games, 

in  the  distribution  of  football  pool  resources,  great 
emphasis  is  laid  on  what  young  sportsmen  themselves  have  con¬ 
tributed  or  will  contribute  in  the  form  of  work  in  their  spare 
time,  for  the  subsidies  are  revarded  as  an  aid  to  self-aid. 
According  to  the  estimates  the  values  of  spare-time  work  is 
amounted  to  the  same  as  the  subsidies  themselves, 

Special  attention  is  also  paid  to  the  economic  status  of 
the  municipality  or  sports  organizations  concerned  and  contri¬ 
butions  are  most  likely  to  be  made  where  economic  strength  is 
lagging.  To  a  large  extent,  sports  iacilities  are  built  which 
will  also  satisly  the  needs  ol  the  local  schools;  public  baths 
are  built  which  cover  the  normal  needs  ol  the  place ,  and  pub¬ 
lic  assembly  rooms  which  in  addition  to  training  premises  can 
be  used  as  social  halls  or  meeting  places, 

grant  eor  the  advancement  of  science 


There  are  at  present  three  research  councils  in  Norway; 
the  Norwegian  Technical  Natural  Sciences  Research  Council, the 
Norwegian  General  Scientific  Research  council,  and  the  Norwegian 
Research  Councillor  Agricultural  Science, 

The  Technical  Scientific  Research  Council  also  disposes 
ol  contributions  from  other  sources  1 including  industry] 9  while 
the  activities  of  the  other  two  are  financed  exclusively  from 
the  profit  ol  the  iootball.  pools. 

Applications  irom  contributions  i rom  individual  institu¬ 
tions  or  scientists  are  submitted  through  the  members  and  their 
committees,  to  technical  and  scientilic  review  and  estimation 
by  experts.  This  forms  a  valuable  and  secure  basis  .tor  the  re¬ 
search  councils  recommendations.  These  recommendations  of  the 
Research  councils  are  iurther  reviewed  by  she  chairman  of  she 
Joint  committee  together  with  the  administrative  chiefs  of  the 
three  councils ?  and  the  Joint  Committee  then  puts  iorward  a  col¬ 
lective  proposaf  of  the  Ministry  and  the  King  concerned. 
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Prom  the  resources  that  accrue  to  science  from  the 
profits  of  the  football  pools,  are  paid,  the  salaries  of 
a  large  number  of  research  workers  within  the  various 
scientific  fields.  Several  scholarships  are  awarded, 
costly  equipment  is  purchased  and  the  printing  of  a  large 
number  of  scientific  publications  is  carried  out,,  Con¬ 
siderable  sums  have  been  contributed  to  atomic  research 
at  Universities  and  institutes,  to  the  running  of  Norway * s 
Uranium  Pile,  and  a.  very  large  sum  has  been  set  aside  for 
the  building  of  a  Central  Institute  for  Industrial  Re¬ 
search  in  Oslo.

During  i960  the  Racecourse  Betting  Control  Board  oper¬ 
ated  its  totalisator  service  on  73  racecourses  throughout 
Great  Britain  and  there  was  a  total  program  of  733  racing  days 
under  the  rules  of  the  Jockey  Club  or  National  Hunt  Comrnitteeo 
The  number  of  racing  days  at  individual  courses  varied  from  2 
to  25;  the  number  of  meetings  on  any  one  day  varying  from  0  to 
16. 

It  is  necessary  to  appreciate  that,  contrary  to  the 
position  which  normally  exists  in  other  countries,  the  total¬ 
isator  in  Great  Britain  had  no  monopoly  of  betting  until 
May  1st,  1961,  when  Clause  11  of  the  Betting  and  Gaming  Act, 
which  relates  specifically  to  the  Racecourse  Betting  Control 
Board,  came  into  effect.  The  principal  feature  of  this  clause, 
which  amends  the  powers,  rights  and  duties  of  the  Racecourse 
Betting  Control  Board,  is  the  granting  to  the  Board  of  the 
exclusive  right  both  to  carry  on  pool  betting  business  on  recog¬ 
nized  horse  races,  and  to  receive  or  negotiate  bets  on  recog¬ 
nized  horse  races  at  or  with  reference  to  totalisator  prices. 

It  also  confers  on  the  Board  the  right  to  authorize  other  person 
to  conduct  the  foregoing  types  of  business  on  such  terms  as  the 
Board  may  think  fit. 

The  deductions  made  from  stakes  by  the  Racecourse  Betting 
Control  Board  have  varied  from  time  to  time  and  specially  when 
the  Totalisator  Rules  are  altered  as  they  were  in  1951 «  During 
the  period.  1950  -  i960  the  amount  retained  as  a  percentage  of 
total  investment  with  the  totalisator  has  ranged  from  10.03 % 
to  11.27%. 

The  Board ?s  cost  of  operation  have  increased  steadily 
and  though  there  has  been  also  considerable  increase  in  turn¬ 
over,  the  overall  margin  of  profit  per  ’’race  day"  has  contracted 
For  this  reason,  the  Board  felt  constrained  during  the  summer 
of  1957  to  discontinue  the  sale  of  the  2/-  ticket  and  to  adopt 
1/- ,  which  had  been  introducted  in  1953,  as  minimum  denomination 
Prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  4/-  denomination,  55  per  cent 
of  the  total  staff  required  for  the  selling  and  paying  windows 
was  needed  for  selling  and  paying  2 /■■  tickets.  For  1954  this 
figure  was  reduced  to  some  40  per  cento 

Betting  Offices 

As  a  result  of  the  new  Betting  and  Gaming  Act,  I960,  a 
full  investigation  was  made  into  the  possibilities  of  the  Board 
opening  a  chain  of  cash  betting  offices.  Right  from  the  out¬ 
set  it  was  realized  that  betting  offices  operated  by  the  Board 
would  be  at  a  disadvantage  economically  compared  with  similar 
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offices  run  by  bookmakers  or  their  agents-  The  very  nature 
of  totalisator  operations  involves  the  collection  and  trans¬ 
mission  of  bets  to  the  Board’s  on-course  pools  and  in  conse¬ 
quence  the  staff  required  and  the  costs  involved  would  be 
much  greater  at  one  of  the  Board's  offices  than  at  a  book¬ 
maker’s  betting  office-  Furthermore,  bookmakers7  offices 
(provided  terns  had  been  negotiated  with  the  Board)  could 
offer  the 1  alternative  of  totalisator  odds  or  starting  price 
odds,  whereas  the  Board’s  betting;  office  would  be  restricted 
to  totalisator  odds  only. 

The  Board  have  also  given  careful  consideration  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  their  exclusive  right  to  accept  and  nego¬ 
tiate  bets  at  totalisator  prices  could  best  be  used  for  the 
benefit  of  racing.  They  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
best  results  were  likely  to  be  achieved  if  all  the  moneys 
betted  with  bookmakers  at  totalisator  odds  were  passed  to 
the  Board's  racecourse  pools,  in  return  for  which  the  book¬ 
makers  would  receive  a  commission  on  such  moneys.  The  scheme 
was  not  received  favourably  by  the  bookmakers 0  A  committee 
formed  by  the  National  Bookmakers '  and  Associated  Bodies'  Joint 
Protection  Association  advanced  the  view  that  the  Board's 
scheme  would  be  unacceptable  to  the  majority  of  bookmakers  on 
the  grounds  that  firstly,  the  time  limts  which  necessarily  had 
to  be  imposed  to  enable  the  bets  to  be  transmitted  to  the  race¬ 
course  pools  were  too  restrictive,  and  secondly,  that  "mixed 
bets",  that  is  doubles,  trebles,  accumulators  etc.  at  tote 
prices  for  which  they  had  provided  their  clients  with  facili¬ 
ties  up  to  the  present ,  would  now  be  excluded,  and  that  these 
comprised  a  large  proportion  of  the  bets  taken  by  bookmakers 
at  tote  prices.  Further  difficulties  arose  over  bets  collected 
by  runners  and  not  received  by  bookmakers  until  after  the  event 
had  taken  place. 

After  prolonged  negotiations  an  alternative  was  reached 
by  which  bookmakers  will  be  authorized  to  accept  and  retain 
bets  at  totalisator  prices,  without  transmitting  them  to  the 
Board's  pools,  on  payment  of  a  fee  to  the  Board,  the  amount  of 
which  could  be  related  to  the  amount  of  the  levy  payable  by  the 
bookmaker  under  the  terms  of  the  Betting  Levy  Bill,  The  terms 
of  the  original  scheme  remain  open  to  bookmakers  and  the  two 
schemes  are  separate  and  distinct  and  not  complementary. 

The  Horserace  Totalisator  Board 

The  new  Act  has  far-reaching  implications  as  far  as  the 
Racecourse  Betting  Control  Board  is  concerned  In  that  it  pro¬ 
vides  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Board  under  a  new  name,  the 
Horserace  Totalisator  Board,  and  this  new  Board  will  consist  of 
three  members  only  and  a  Chairman,  all  of  whom  will  be  appointed 
by  the  Secretary  of  S^=ite.  The  functions  of  the  new  Board  will 
be  restricted  to  the  operation  of  totalisators  on  horse  racing 
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courses  and  the  function  of  distributing  the  surplus  arising 
will  be  transferred  to-  the  new  Levy  Board  by  means  of  the 
levy  assessed  on  the  Horserace  Totalisator  Board.

The  increase  in  the  percentage  retained  by  the  Board  during  1951 
from  moneys  staked  with  the  totaiisator  (inclusive  of  unclaimed 
dividends')  was  attributed  to  a  change  in  the  method  of  dividend 
calculation  instituted  by  the  Board  with  effect  that  as  of  4th  July, 
1951,  dividends  on  Win,  Place  and  Forecast  Pools  were  paid  to  the 
penny  below  the  calculated  amount  instead  of,  as  previously,  in  the 
cases  of  Win  and  Place  Pools,  to  the  nearest  multiple  of  3d,  above 
or  below  the  calculated  amounts,  and  in  the  case  of  Forecast  Pools  to 
the  nearest  multiple  of  3d,  below  the  calculated  amounts.  Had  it 
not  been  for  this  alteration  in  the  Totaiisator  Rules,  the  average 
percentage  retained  by  the  Board  in  1951  would  have  been  slightly 
less  than  in  1950  instead  of  0,31%  higher.

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice,  the  commission  paid  on  in¬ 
vestments  received  from  the  Tote  Investors  Limited  during  any  year 
has  been  reduced  by  the  "return  commission"  applicable  to  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  This  is  necessary  because  the  arrangements  between 
the  Board  and  Tote  Investors  Limited  allow  for  an  adjustment  of  the 
gross  commission  paid  each  year  after  the  operation  results  of  the 
company  for  that  year  have  been  ascertained  and  in  practice,  the 
amount  of  such  annual  "return  commission"  is  not  ascertained  and 
received  in  time  j or  it  to  be  included  in  the  accounts  of  the  Board 
for  the  year  to  which  it  relates  and  has  to  be  incorporated  in  the 
following  year’s  accounts, 

(3)  Grants 

Grants  are  made  according  to  Section  3(6)  of  the  Racecourse  Betting 
Act  (1922) ,  and  Section  16(5)  of  the  Betting  and  Lotteries  Act,  1934

Totalisator  Betting  in  Sweden 

Totalisator  betting  was  established  in  Sweden  for  the  first 
time  in  1890,  Eight  years  later,  on  February  4th ,  1892,  the 
Swedish  government  issued  a  decree  prohibiting  totalisator  betting 
on  horse-races  and  other  sports  events ,  The  prohibition  lasted 
for  twenty-five  years  and  it  was  not  until  1923  that  a  few 
trotting  and  racing  associations  were  granted  permission  to 
arrange  betting  on  horse-races  by  means  of  a  totalisator  0 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  totalisator  in  1923  harness¬ 
racing  has  enjoyed  a  remarkable  growth  and  is  today  the  most 
popular  form  of  racing  in  the  Scandinavian  countries.  The 
total  amount  of  bets  placed  on  the  totalisator  in  Sweden  in 
1959  amounted  to  Sc  Crs,  194  million  of  which  S,  Crs.  173 
million  were  betted  in  connection  with  harness-races  and  S,  Crs. 

21  million  on  racing. 

Harness-races  are  held  regularly  at  29  different  race¬ 
tracks  throughout  Sweden,  Of  these,  fourteen  are  permanent 
and  fifteen  are  of  a  temporary  nature.  Some  of  these  temporary 
race-courses  are  in  fact  ice-tracks  located  on  frozen  lakes 
and  fjords  and  thus  make  harness-racing  possible  even  during 
the  winter  months. 

Racing  has  also  gained  momentum  during  the  period  under 
review.  The  total  amount  wagered  annually  on  racing  has  more 
than  doubled  during  the  last  decade,  from  S,  Crs,  9 j 5  million 
in  1949  to  S,  Crs,  21,4  million  in  1959°  A  gradual  decline  in 
the  number  of  temporary  racing-tracks  has  greatly  accelerated 
the  trend  toward  concentration  of  racing  at  a  few  but  efficient 
race-courses , 


Totalisator  Betting 

Permission  to  arrange  betting  on  horse-races  by  means 
of  a  totalisator  is  granted  to  jockey  clubs  and  other  similar 
organizations  actively  engaged  in  racing  or  trotting. 


It  should  be  noted  that  such  permission  is  granted 
by  the  Swedish  government  for  a  period  of  one  year  only, 
and  thus  subject  to  annual  review. 

The  deductions  made  from  stakes  have  varied  from  time 
to  time  in  line  with  the  government’s  taxation  policy.  It 
has  been  the  practice  of  the  Swedish  government  to  make 
regulations  as  to  the  total  percentage  to  be  deducted  as 
well  as  the  government’s  share  of  such  an  amount.  The 
balance  is  retained  by  the  various  racing  interests. 

The  total  percentage  to  be  deducted  from  the  amount 
wagered  was  reduced  during  the  i960  racing  season  from 
25%  to  20%  of  all  "win”  and  "place"  bets.  The  quinella 
pool  is  subject  to  a  deduction  of  35%, 

Government  Taxes 

The  government’s  share  of  the  total  amount  wagered 
on  the  totalisator  is  determined  according  to  a  progressive 
scale.  Different  sr  tes  apply  to  trotting  and  racing.  The 
following  table  may  serve  as  an  illustration.

Law  Regarding  Lotteries  (Norway ) 

(Kay  12th,  1939  with  amendments) 


P.  1  Lotteries  are  defined  in  this  Act  as  activities  in 

which  the  participants  receive  a  prize  for  a  consider¬ 
ation  on  the  basis  of  drawing  of  lots  or  similar 
methods  where  the  result  is  determined  by  chance. 

In  case  of  doubt  the  Department  of  Justice  decides  what 
constitutes  a  lottery  and  its  decision  is  binding. 

P.  2  It  is  prohibited  to  start  or  operate  a  lottery  without 

the  approval  of  the  police.  However,  certain  exceptions 
follow  as  a  consequence  of  P.  5» 

Permission  when  granted  cannot  be  transferred.  In  the 
case  of  trade  fairs  and  exhibitions  the  Department  of 
Justice  may  in  special  circumstances  permit  the  operation 
of  lotteries  as  described  in  P.  6  to  be  transferred  to 
others  on  the  basis  of  a  special  contract  approved  by 
the  Department. 

Lottery  tickets  can  be  offered  for  sale  only  within  the 
police  district.  Sale  of  lottery  tickets  outside  the 
police  district  can  take  place  only  with  the  consent  of 
the  Department  of  Justice. 

P.  3  Permission  is  granted  by  the  Chief  of  Police  or  by  a 

subordinate  police  officer  in  the  district  in  which  the 
lottery  is  expected  to  operate. 

In  case  the  application  is  refused  an  appeal  can  be  made 
to  the  Department  of  Justice. 

If  the  applicant  has  previously  received  permission  to 
hold  a  lottery  for  the  same  purpose  during  the  last 
three  years  the  permission  must  also  be  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Justice. 

The  regulations  in  section  2  and  3  do  not  apply  to 
decisions  made  under  the  last  section  of  Po  4c 
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Permission  to  hold  a  lottery  can  be  granted  only 
if  the  revenue  will  be  used  for  charitable  or  other 
benevolent  purposes,.  Permission  can  be  given  only  to 
a  resident  of  the  country  who  is  21  years  of  age  or 
more  (and  he  must  not  be  a  person  found  incapable  of 
managing  his  own  affairs),  and  who  will  be  responsible 
for  the  lottery. 


Permission  is  granted  on  the  conditions  stipulated  by 
the  police. 


Unless  the  police  for  special  reasons  decide  otherwise, 
the  following  conditions  apply: 


The  total  value  of  prizes  shall  amount  to  at  least  50 
per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  the  tickets  authorized 
for  sale. 


Prizes  shall  be  "made  in  Norway" 

Prizes  shall  be  insured  and  shall  not  depreciate  through 
use  prior  to  the  draw. 

Lottery  tickets  shall  contain  the  following  particulars: 
the  name  of  the  lottery,  address  and  purposes,  the 
number  of  prizes  and  their  value,  total  number  of  tickets 
allowed  to  be  sold,  time  and  place  of  the  drawing  and 
the  publication  of  the  results  of  the  drawing,  the  place 
v;here  the  prizes  can  be  collected  and  the  time  limits 
so  stipulated  as  well  as  what  will  happen  to  prizes  not 
collected . 


The  sale  of  tickets  shall  not  start  until  it  has  been 
proved  that  all  prizes  have  been  acquired  or  the  Chief 
of  Police  is  satisfied  that  the  necessary  means  for 
their  purchase  is  available. 

Lottery  tickets  shall  not  be  used  as  private  advertise¬ 
ment  to  an  improper  degree. 

Lottery  tickets  shall  not  be  sold  at  a  discount  and  com¬ 
mission  shall  not  exceed  15  per  cent  of  the  face  value 
of  the  lottery  tickets. 

Children  under  15  years  of  age  are  prohibited  from  selling 
lottery  tickets. 

The  drawing  of  the  lottery  shall  not  be  postponed. 

All  unsold  lottery  tickets  together  with  preliminary 
accounts  of  revenue  and  expenditures  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  police  prior  to  the  drawing  taking  p  :e. 
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11)  The  drawing  shall  be  done  by  police  in  the  district 

in  which  permission  has  been  granted  after  the  sale  of 
lottery  tickets  has  been  t erminated .  Unsold  tickets 
shall  not  take  part  in  the  drawing,, 

12)  A  notice  shall  be  inserted  in  the  Norwegian  Gazette 
indicating  where  the  results  of  the  drawing  have  been 
published  and  -  if  the  Department  of  Justice  has  given 

its,  consent  to  sale  of  lottery  tickets  in  other  districts  - 
that  a  special  list  of  prizes  shall  be  printed  and  distri¬ 
buted  free  of  charge  by  the  lottery  office  and  Its  agents. 

13)  Detailed  accounts  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  police 
within  a  specified  time  limit  together  w ith  proof  that 
the  prizes  have  been  delivered  to  the  winners  and  that 
the  profit  has  been  used  for  the  purposes  stipulated 
in  the  lottery. 

The  Department  of  Justice  may  on  application  give 
agents  permission  to  sell  prize  lists  according  to 
conditions  stipulated  by  the  department.  Section  12 
does  not  apply  in  this  case. 

The  police  may  grant  permission  to  a  person,  notwith¬ 
standing  Section  1,  to  hold  a  lottery  in  which  the 
prizes  consist  of  objects  of  insignificant  value  made 
by  himself.  In  these  circumstances  the  police  have 
discretional  powers  as  to  the  application  of  P.  3° 

F.  5  Associations,  unions  or  institutions  may  operate  a 
lottery  for  charitable  purposes  without  permission 
provided  the  total  value  of  prizes  does  not  exceed 
N.  Crs.  3S000  and  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets  takes 
place  within  a  certain  limited  area.  The  prizes  shall 
be  exhibited  and  the  drawing  shall  take  place  in  the 
presence  of  the  participants  immediately  after  the  sale 
of  lottery  tickets  has  terminated. 

The  police  have  at  all  times  the  right  to  enter  the 
area  where  sale  of  tickets  is  taking  place  and  can 
demand  proof  that  the  necessary  conditions  for  operating 
a  lottery  without  permission  are  fulfilled. 

If  the  general  public  is  admitted  to  the  area,  the  police 
shall  be  informed  in  advance  when  and  where  the  lottery 
is  being  held  as  well  as  the  name  of  a  resident  of  the 
country  who  is  21  years  of  age  or  more  and  who  will  be 
responsible  for  the  lottery.  Only  one  such  lottery  a  year 
may  be  held  without  the  approval  of  the  Police. 
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The  police  must  undertake  the  drawing  when  requested 
to  do  so. 

If  the  prizes  have  not  been  collected  or  delivered  to 
the  winners  within  1  month  after  the  drawing  has  taken 
place,  the  drawing  results  for  these  prizes  shall  be 
published  in  a  newspaper  with  extensive  circulation  in 
that  district  with  particulars  as  to  where  and  within 
what  time  limits  the  prizes  can  be  collected.  If  the 
prizes  still  remain  uncollected  they  may  be  sold, 
provided  the  Chief  of  Police  so  approves,  and  the 
proceeds  shall  be  used  for  purposes  stipulated  in  the 
lottery.  Perishable  prizes  may  be  sold  without  delay. 

Associations,  unions  or  institutions  may,  notwithstanding 
the  other  paragraphs  in  this  Act,  conduct  a  lottery 
during  meetings  or  parties  in  which  the  public  is  not 
permitted  to  take  part,  provided  the  value  of  the  prizes 
does  not  exceed  N.  Crs.  600.  P.  7  section  1  and  2  do 
apply  in  this  case. 

P.  6  If  the  lottery  is  conducted  by  means  of  a  wheel  of 
fortune,  tombola  or  other  device  commonly  used  in  a 
series  of  drawings  over  a  short  period  of  time,  prizes 
shall  be  of  Norwegian  origin  and  the  value  of  each 
separate  prize  and  the  price  of  the  tickets  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  stipulated  by  the  Department  of  Justice. 

Such  a  lottery  can  be  conducted  only  with  the  approval 
of  the  police.  The  Department  of  Justice  will  decide 
in  case  of  doubt  if  a  lottery  falls  into  this  category. 

The  police  have  at  any  time  the  right  to  enter  and  the 
authority  to  inspect  the  devices  and  to  demand  that 
they  be  examined  at  the  owner’s  or  operator’s  expense. 

The  police  may  prohibit  their  immediate  use  if  they 
find  that  the  devices  are  not  in  a  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition  . 

P.  7  Lotteries  are  prohibited  to  offer  money  prizes  or 

claims  on  money  as  well  as  tokens,  coupons  or  anything 
of  similar  nature  which  can  be  used  as  a  circulating 
medium . 

Lottery  tickets  of  another  lottery  cannot  be  offered 
as  pri zes  . 

If  the  lottery  prize  is  a  claim  other  than  a  claim  to 
money,  the  person  responsible  for  the  lottery  shall  in 
advance  find  a  security  approved  by  the  Chief  of  Police 
or  deposit  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  value  of  the 
claim . 
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It  is  prohibited  to  offer  foreign  lottery  tickets  for 
sale.  However 5  the  King  may,  in  certain  circumstances, 
permit  the  sale  of  tickets  of  such  lotteries  provided 
it  is  for  a  charitable  purpose  or  for  the  public  good. 

It  1 s  also  prohibited  to  insert  advertisements  in  news¬ 
papers  and  periodicals  setting  out,  or  in  some  other 
way  advertise,  foreign  lotteries,  their  plans  and  draw¬ 
ings-,  sale  of  tickets  or  redemption  of  the  winning  tickets. 

Mail  suspected  of  containing  circulars  or  advertise¬ 
ments  from  foreign  lotteries  or  their  agents  shall 
be  examined  and  returned  if  the  suspicion  is  sustained. 

Shooting  galleries,  hoopla  (ring-throwing)  games, 
pinball  machines  or  similar  apparatus  or  devices  shall 
not  be  established  or  operated  without  the  approval  of 
the  police,  if  these  are  to  be  used  by  a  paying  public 
and  if  they  are  not  considered  as  a  lottery  under 
p.  9  of  this  Act. 

The  police  may  stipulate  the  necessary  conditions  for 
granting  such  approval. 

These  apparatus  or  devices  shall  not  offer  orizes  that 
exceed  in  value  the  amount  stipulated  by  the  Department 
of  Justice.  Commodities  offered  as  prizes  must  be  of 
No rwegi an  o ri gi n , 

The  police  shall  perform  the  drawing  in  connection  with 
competitions  (not  considered  as  a  lottery  under  P.  1) 
in  which  the  distribution  of  prizes  is  based  on  drawing 
of  lots. 

Prize  competitions  must  not  become  an  essential  part 
in  any  business  enterprise. 

Competitions  conducted  by  newspapers ,  magazines,  weeklies 
or  similar  publications  shall  not  offer  prizes  of  a 
higher  value  than  that  stipulated  by  the  Department  of 
Justice.  Objects  offered  as  prizes  shall  be  of  Norwegian 
origin . 

It  is  prohibited  to  operate  or  participate  in  chain 
letters  or  similar  activities  in  which  money  or  money 
values  are  turned  over  in  succession  within  an  indefi¬ 
nite  circle  of  persons. 

Anyone  who  commits  an  offence  or  who  is  a  party  to  an 
offence  shall  pay  a  fine  or  receive  a  prison  term  not 
exceeding  3  months. 

The  same  penalty  applies  to  anyone  who  commits  an 
offence  or  who  is  a  party  to  an  offence  regarding  the 
necessary  conditions  laid  down  by  law  in  order  to 
obtain  a  permit 0

Any  offence  is  punishable  even  if  committed  as  a  result 
of  negligence. 

Attempted  infringement  of  paragraph  g,  11  and  12  shall 
be  considered  as  an  accomplished  offence  and  shall 
receive  the  same  penalty,, 

Objects  put  up  as  prizes  in  contravention  of  this  Act 
or  contrary  to  the  conditions  laid  down  by  lav/  in 
order  to  obtain  a  permission  may  be  confiscated  whoever 
is  in  possession  and  without  taking  criminal  action 
against  anyone.  The  same  applies  to  lottery  tickets, 
prize  lists,  circulars  or  other  advertisements  regarding 
such  operations,  as  well  as  newspapers,  periodicals,  week¬ 
lies  or  similar  publications  which  contain  any  advertise¬ 
ments  contrary  to  this  Act, 

Objects  which  have  been  used  or  are  going  to  be  used 
in  connection  with  a  breach  of  this  Act,  may  be  con¬ 
fiscated  if  they  belong  to  the  offender. 

Permission  may  be  immediately  withdrawn  if  the  conditions 
on  which  the  permission  is  granted  are  not  fulfilled  or 
the  activity  is  conducted  in  an  irregular  manner.  The 
police  may  in  this  case  take  the  necessary  steps  to  wind 
up  the  enterprise  or  let  it  continue  to  be  operated 
by  persons  having  the  approval  of  the  police. 

A  fee  is  payable  to  the  Treasury  in  advance  as  stipu¬ 
lated  by  the  Department  of  Justice  for  permission  to 
establish  or  operate  a  lottery  and  for  the  drawing 
whenever  this  is  carries  out  by  the  police.  However, 
this  does  not  apply  to  permission  granted  under  P,  4S  last 
section  and  P.  5,  section  three. 

The  Department  of  Justice  may  issue  further  regulations 
under  this  Act. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  July  1st,  1939* 
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The  Norwegian  Law  of  Penalties 

Any  person  who  makes  a  livelihood  out  of  games  of  chance 
which  are  not  permitted  by  a  special  Act ,  or  by  induce¬ 
ment  thereto,  shall  receive  a  prison  term  up  to  one  year. 

Instead  of  confiscation  of  the  winnings  the  court  may 
decide  to  return  the  money. 

Games  of  chance  are  defined  as  any  game  about  money  or 
money's  worth  where  the  desire  to  win  is  prominent  and 
paramount  owing  to  the  nature  of  the  game  or  the  value 
of  the  stakes. 

Betting  and  speculation  for  account  (buying  or  selling  of 
futures)  are  also  considered  as  games  of  chance  when  con¬ 
sidered  in  the  light  of  the  previous  section. 

Any  person  who  operates  or  provides  premises  for  games 
of  chance  in  a  public  place  shall  be  fined  or  receive  a 
prison  term  up  to  three  months. 

Any  person  who  participates  in  games  of  chance  in  such  a 
place  shall  be  fined. 

Objects  produced  as  a  consequence  of  an  illegal  act  or 
which  have  been  used  or  intended  to  be  used  in  connection 
with  an  intended  crime,  may  be  confiscated  v 
provided  they  belong  to  a  party  to  the  crime. 

Instead  of  confiscation  of  the  winnings  the  court  may 
decide  to  return  the  money. 

Premises  occupied  by  social  clubs  are  regarded  as  a 
public  place  if  the  operation  of  games  of  chance  is  one 
of  the  club’s  purposes,  or  if  as  a  rule  everybody  or 
everybody  of  a  certain  profession,  trade,  etc.,  may  be¬ 
come  a  member,  or  if  7Trake-offn  takes  place. 

No  obligation  comes  into  existence  as  a  result  of  gaming 
and  betting;  and  an  acknowledgment  of  debt  due  to  the 
same  is  not  binding  (not  enforceable). 

The  same  applies  to  loans  and  advances  made  with  the 
knowledge  that  they  will  be  used  for  purposes  of  gaming 
and  betting. 

What  has  been  stated  wTith  regard  to  games  and  betting  also 
anplies  to  speculation  for  account  (buying  and  selling 
futures)  which  has  the  character  of  gaming  or  betting. 

A  payment  made  voluntarily  cannot  be  reclaimed  unless  the 
payment  was  made  in  ignorance  of  the  invalidity  of  the 
claim  or  unless  the  payment  was  made  in  money  values 
instead  of  cash.

SVENSKA  PENMNGLQTTERIET  AKTIEBOLAG 
(The  Swedish  Money  Lottery) 


Lotteries  sponsored  both  by  the  state  and  private 
organizations  have  been  an  accepted  feature  of  Swedish  life  for 
many  decades.,  A  number  lottery  was  authorized  by  King  Gustaf  III 
in  1772.  Apparently,  however,  the  practice  was  frowned  upon, 
possibly  by  local  religious  groups,  for  it  was  prohibited  in  1841 
on  ethical  grounds* 

The  Swedish  Government  approved  the  first  money  lottery  in 
1$96  and  the  first  drawing  was  held  in  February  1$97  and  the  profits 
were  used  for  the  Exhibition  of  1$97  in  Stockholm.  From  that  date 
up  until  1939  when  the  Swedish  State  Lottery  Ltd.,  came  into  being 
there  were  numerous  similar  lotteries  for  various  purposes.  Each 
lottery  was  authorized  by  the  state  but  a  private  person  was 
commissioned  to  arrange  them.  Responsibility  for  supervising  the 
drawings  was  usually  entrusted  to  a  local  notary  public. 

Up  to  the  year  of  193$  the  profit  from  each  drawing  was 
delivered  to  special  purposes,  for  example  The  Royal  Opera,  The 
Royal  Dramatic  Theatre,  the  theatres  in  Gothenburg  and  Malm0,  the 
exhibitions  in  Stockholm,  Gothenburg  and  Malm0,  Stadium  in  Stockholm 
for  the  Olympic  Games  1912*  and  to  many  other  cultural  purposes. 

The  Swedish  Money  Lottery  is  in  a  way  a  monopoly.  Due  to 
the  law  in  Sweden  there  is  no  permission  for  others  to  arrange 
lotteries  with  prizes  in  money.  However,  the  authorities  will  grant 
permission  to  arrange  lotteries  without  money  -  prizes  if  they  are 
organized  for  charitable,  cultural  or  other  beneficial  purposes,  or 
for  the  support  of  Swedish  artists  and  designers. 

THE  FOUNDATION  OF  THE  SWEDISH  MONEY  LOTTERY 


From  1917  to  1935  there  were  many  proposals  before  the 
Swedish  Riksdag  (Parliament)  concerning  a  state  lottery.  In  1935 
it  decided  that  an  investigation  should  be  made  and  the  Government 
was  asked  to  appoint  a  committee  for  this  purpose. 
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The  committee  delivered  their  report  to  the  Riksdag  in 
1938  recommending  that  a  state  lottery  be  set  up  along  the  lines 
of  the  lotteries  which  had  been  authorized  by  the  state  since  1396. 

On  the  basis  of  these  recommendations,  which  received  the  approval 
of  the  Riksdag,  the  Swedish  State  Lottery  Ltd.  was  established  by 
the  government  in  1939.  The  main  reason  behind  the  formation  of 
this  company  was  to  allow  the  Riksdag  to  have  some  control  over  how 
the  government  distributed  the  money.  Prior  to  1939  the  money  had 
been  more  or  less  arbitrarily  distributed. 

The  Board  of  the  Swedish  Money  Lottery  consists  of  five 
people,  the  President  being  the  Minister  of  the  Department  of 
Commerce.  Before  194$  the  Swedish  law  required  there  had  to  be  at 
least  three  shareholders  in  a  company.  Accordingly,  the  members  of 
the  Board  were  allowed  to  buy  one  share  each  and  the  rest  belonged 
to  the  state.  In  1943  new  company  laws  were  put  into  force  stating 
that  one  person  could  own  all  shares  in  a  company.  In  the  circum¬ 
stances,  all  the  members  of  the  Board  were  required  to  sell  their 
shares  to  the  state  which  now  ov/ns  all  shares  in  the  lottery. 

The  daily  operations  of  the  Swedish  Money  Lottery  are  the 
responsibility  of  a  director  who  is  appointed  by  the  government. 

The  tickets  are  sold  by  4,473  commissioners  throughout  Sweden.  These 
commissioners  are  usually  chosen  by  the  company  and  a  careful  investi¬ 
gation  is  made  concerning  the  character,  business  interests,  etc. 

OPERATION 

Lottery  tickets  are  sold  on  the  15th  day  of  every  month. 

Each  ticket  cost  S.  Crs.  15,  S.  Grs.  2  of  which  is  a  special  tax  and 
on  the  rest  (S.  Crs,  13)  the  winners  receive  66%  in  prizes,  31  per 
cent  is  delivered  directly  to  the  public  treasury,  and  3  per  cent  is 
kept  in  the  bank  for  administration  purposes.  The  administration 
costs  amount  to  about  2%.  The  remainder  of  the  3  pen  cent  is  put 
away  for  future  administrative  costs  or  it  is  delivered  to  the  public 
treasury.  There  is  also  a  30%  tax  on  prizes  above  S.  Crs.  25  which 
is  paid  directly  to  the  tax  authorities  by  the  Lottery  and  thus 
never  paid  to  the  prize  winners. 

The  company  has  the  authority  to  regulate  the  number  of 
tickets  for  each  drawing  in  relation  to  estimated  demand.  The  sale 
of  lottery  tickets  for  I960  may  illustrate  this  point:

The  tickets  are  printed  by  the  state  note  printing  press. 
They  use  special  press  rollers  for  this  purpose.  One  of  these  rolls 
is  not  exactly  round  and  therefore  leaves  a  special  pattern  over  the 
perforated  line  between  the  ticket  and  stub.  This  pattern  varies 
from  ticket  to  ticket  and  is  therefore  an  excellent  control. 

When  the  company  is  sending  out  the  tickets  to  the 
commissioners  they  keep  the  stubs  which  are  registered  under  re¬ 
spective  commissioners  files.  It  is  thus  possible  to  control  all 
the  prize  tickets. 


CULTURAL  PROJECTS 

The  profits  from  the  State  Lottery  are  turned  over  to  the 
government  which  may  authorize  the  use  of  a  portion  of  the  funds  for 
cultural  projects  of  various  kinds  -  for  example,  the  running  of  the 
Opera,  the  Dramatic  Theatre,  the  Concert  Hall,  etc. 

Moreover,  it  is  a  tribute  to  the  efficiency  of  the  system 
(and  to  the  honesty  of  the  average  Swede  involved  in  the  lottery’s 
operation)  that  the  company,  since  its  establishment,  has  not  lost 
one  single  /re  (equivalent  of  1/5  of  a  cent)  as  a  result  of  mis¬ 
management  or  corruption.

P.  1  The  Lottery  and  other  Games  of  Chance  Act,  June  14, 

1851,  as  amended  on  July  27,  1895,  shall  not  apply 
to  the  establishment  of  a  Money  (State)  Lottery  for 
a  period  of  15  years  beginning  1928.  The  lottery 
plan  must  be  approved  by  the  King  and  the  profits  shall 
be  used  for  the  purposes  decided  by  the  Parliament. 

(The  period  of  operation  has  been  extended  several 
times.  The  latest  amendment  to  the  Norwegian  Money 
Lottery  Act,  1925,  extends  the  period  from  1957  to  1967). 

P.  2  The  annual  turnover  of  lottery  tickets  shall  not  exceed 
100,000,000  N„  Cr.  divided  into  12  drawings.  Every 
drawing  constitutes  a  separate  lottery. 

The  price  of  the  tickets  shall  be  determined  according 
to  the  plan;  it  must  not  exceed  50  N.  Cr.  The  Company 
in  question  may,  according  to  the  plan,  receive  permis¬ 
sion  to  offer  lottery  tickets,  or  a  fraction  of  a 
lottery  ticket  for  sale,  but  the  price  shall  not  be  less 
than  5  N.  Crs. 

P.  3  The  total  amount  of  prizes  shall  be  at  least  64  per  cent 
of  total  sales.  No  prize  shall  exceed  150,000  N.  Cr, 

Any  claim  as  to  payment  of  prizes  expires  one  year  from 
the  date  on  which  the  drawing  of  the  prize  took  place. 

The  expenses  of  the  Committee  mentioned  in  P.  4  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  fund  "expired  Prizes"  and  the  remainder 
shall  be  used  for  purposes  according  to  the  Parliament’s 
directions . 

P.  4  The  lottery  shall  be  established  by  a  committee  of  3 
members  appointed  by  the  King.  The  Committee  has  the 
authority  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  King  to  trans¬ 
fer  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets  to  a  company  on  conditions 
specified  in  a  contract.  The  function  of  the  committee 
will  be  to  see  to  it  that  the  lottery  is  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  agreement  as  well  as  the  approved 
plan  and  the  Act  itself.

Pet  Norske  Pengelotteri 

{ The  Norwegian  Money  Lottery ) 

The  Norwegian  Money  Lottery  was  established  by  an  Act  of 
Parliament  in  1912  to  continue  for  a  period  of  15  years. 

Since  then  the  Act  has  been  renewed  several  times  and  the 
latest  amendment  to  the  Norwegian  Money  Lottery  Act,  1925, 
extends  the  period  from  1957  to  1967" 

The  Norwegian  Money  Lottery  is  supervised  by  a  committee 
of  3  members  appointed  by  the  King,  According  to  the  Act 
the  committe  has  the  authority,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  King,  to  transfer  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets  to  a 
company.  The  function  of  the  committee  is  to  make  sure 
that  the  lottery  is  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  agree¬ 
ment  as  well  as  the  Act  itself. 

The  lottery  is  at  present  administered  by  the  Norwegian 
Credit  Bank,  which  receives  5%  of  the  total  takings  for 
administering  the  lottery.  The  bank  is  responsible  for  all 
ordinary  expenses,  i0e0  printing  (of  tickets,  prize  lists, 
commission  for  agents  -  on  the  average  1,5%  of  total  takings), 
as  well  as  administration  expenses. 

The  Act  also  specifies  that  6L%  of  the  proceeds  shall  be 
paid  out  in  prizes  and  that  the  remaining  31%  shall  be 
paid  into  the  Treasury.  Until  1930  the  money  payable  to 
the  Treasury  was  earmarked  for  specific!  social  purposes, 
but  since  then  the  Government  has  found  it  more  practical 
to  draw  it  into  the  state  budget  revenue. 

As  of  23rd  September,  I960,  the  annual  turnover  of  the 
lottery  tickets  shall  not  exceed  N.  Crs.  150  million 
divided  into  12  drawings,  and  every  drawing  constitutes 
a  separate  lottery.  Tickets  are  sold  for  N.  Crs  10  each, 
or  half  tickets  for  N.  Crs.  5"  First  prize  consists  of 
N.  Crs.  150,000  or  N.  Crs.  75,000  on  a  half  ticket. 

It  i s  fair  to  say  that  the  lottery  is  very  popular  with 
the  public  and  this  is  mainly  due  to  the  relatively  large 
number  of  prizes  drawn  every  month.  During  September, 

1961 9  a  total  of  900,000  tickets  (N.  Crs,  10  each)  were 
sold  and  the  following  prizes  were  paid?

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Premium  Savings  Bonds  in  the  United  Kingdom 


The  Premium  Savings  Bonds  were  first  introduced  in 
November,  1956,  and  it  is  now  apparent  that  these  bonds  have 
become  one  of'  the  most  popular  forms  of  personal  saving  in 
Great  Britain,  When  the  Finance  (No.  2)  Bill  was  considered 
in  Committee  by  the  House  of  Commons  on  June  lBth,  1956 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  (now  the  Prime  Minister 
Harold  MacMillan),  stated  that  these  bonus  would  appeal  to 
a  larger  section  of  the  public  who,  rightly  or  wrongly,  are 
not  attracted  by  interest,  but  would  welcome  an  opportunity 
to  win  a  prize.  He  also  maintained  that  this  particular 
security  would  enable  the  National  Savings  movement  to  tap 
a  new  field  of  savings. 

According  to  the  prospectus  the  Premium  Savings  Bonds 
are  issued  in  units  of  £1  by  the  Treasury  through  the  Post 
Office  under  Section  1  of  the  National  Loans  Act,  1939 3  and 
are  subject  to  regulations  made  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Treasury  under  Section  12  of  the  National  De  -  Act,  1955, 
or  having  effect  by  virtue  of  that  Act. 

The  premium  savings  bonds  are  issued  in  values  ranging 
from  £1  to  £500  and  each  £1  buys  one  bond  which  has  one 
chance  in  a  monthly  draw0  These  bonds  are  sold  only  to 
i ndi vi dual s  and  are  not  transferable.  However,  holders  of 
premium  savings  bonds  have  the  advantage  of  being  able  to 
redeem  these  bonds  at  nominal  value  at  any  time.  This  is 
a  departure  from  the  system  adopted  by  the  Scandinavian 
countries  where  these  bonds  are  transferable  and  actually 
quoted  on  the  stock  exchange.  Previously  a  bond  had  to  be 
held  for  six  calendar  months  following  the  month  of  purchase 
before  being  included  in  the  draw.  This  time  limit  has  been 
subsequently  reduced  to  three  months  and  the  prize  fund 
which  used  to  be  equivalent  to  interest  at  4  per  cent  per 
annum  on  eligible  bonds  was  increased  to  4.5  per  cent  on 
August  1st,  I960, 

The  qualifying  period  for  which  bonds  must  be  held  be- 
fore  becoming  eligible  for  the  draws  undoubtedly  served  as 
an  added  attraction  during  the  early  stages.  The  shortest 
odds  were  produced  when  all  the  bonds  were  new,  as  they  were 
on  the  unique  occasion  of  the  first  draw  in  June,  1957.  The 
odds  against  any  single  unit  winning  a  prize  were  at  that 
time  about  2.100  0  1 ,  At  the  beginning  of  1959 $  the  odds 
stood  at  about  10. 500  *  1.  Now  that  bonds  enter  the  draw 
three  months  after  purchase  the  odds  will  stay  comparatively 
stable  around  9.600  %  1, 
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When  the  original  issue  of  Premium  Savings  Bonds 
(series  A)  was  replaced  on  August  1st,  i960  by  a  new  issue 
(series  B)  certain  other  principal  changes  were  made  and 
the  terms  of  series  B  were  applied  to  all  outstanding  bonds 
of  series  A  as  from  November  1st,  Previously,  no  more  than 
500  bonds  could  b.  held  by  any  one  person,  but  this  limit 
was  raised  to  $00  Any  person  contravening  this  regulation 
is  not  eligible  for  inclusion  in  any  draw  until  the  holding 
has  been  reduced  to  not  more  than  the  maximum  number  permitted. 

The  present  maximum  prize  of  £5,000  was  first  introduced 
in  the  draw  in  November,  i960.  Prior  to  that  date  the  maxi- 
mum  prize  had  been  £1,000.

The  Method  of  Draw 

Since  many  millions  of  bonds  take  part  in  each  draw  and 
there  are  changes  made  each  month  as  new  bonds  became  eligible 
and  others  are  repaid,  it  would  naturally  be  too  cumbersome 
and  slow  to  use  tickets  in  a  drum.  An  electronic  machine 
called  "Ernie”  -(^Electronic  Random  Number  Indicator  Equipment, 
was  therefore  made  by  the  Post  Office  Research  Department  to 
generate  numbers  at  random. 
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The  numbers  generated  by  Ernie  actually  depend  on  the 
chance  movement  of  atomic  particles  in  electrified  neon  gas. 
There  are  separate  neon  tubes  for  each  of  the  nine  figures 
and  letters  in  the  bond  unit  numbers.  Ernie  also  makes  a 
record  of  the  numbers  generated  by  means  of  teleprinters. 

But ,  first  a  special  piece  of  mechanism,  which  can  be  set 
for  each  draw,  enables  it  to  decide  whether  each  number  gene¬ 
rated  is  within  the  range  of  numbers  issued  for  sale  in  the 
particular  bond  value.  If  it  is,  it  is  printed  so  that  the 
Bond  Office  staff  can  apply  further  tests.  If  it  is  not,  it 
is  rejected  automatically.  With  every  bond  unit  number  printed 
Ernie  nrovides  also  a  draw  serial  number,  showing  the  order 
in  which  the  bond  unit  number  was  printed.  This  is  because 
the  order  in  which  the  numbers  are  drawn  determines  the  size 
of  the  prize. 

To  date,  most  units  have  been  sold  as  £10  (K),£100  (V), 
and  £500  (Z)  bonds,  in  that  order  and  consequently  more  units 
of  K  bonds  appear  in  the  prize  lists. 

Every  prize-winner  is  notified  by  post  and  invited  to 
claim  saying  how  the  money  is  to  be  paid.  If  the  prize  is  not 
claimed  enquiries  are  made  through  the  Head  Postmaster.  If 
these  are  fruitless,  the  money  is  held  in  safe  custody  until 
the  prize-winner  comes  to  light.  It  i s  interesting  to  note 
that  there  is  no  time  limit.  The  complete  list  of  prize  num¬ 
bers  is  published  each  month  in  the  London  Gazette, 

Premium  Savings  Bonds  as  Trustees  Securities 

As  a  government  security  Premium  Savings  Bond  ranks  as 
a  trustee  security  under  Section  1  of  the  Trustee  Act,  1925* 
This  is  the  principle,  but  in  practice  there  will  not  be  much 
scope  for  trustees  to  invest  in  this  particular  bond.  The 
reason  is  very  simple.  Trustees  have  to  take  into  account 
whatever  is  their  obligation  to  beneficiaries  under  the  trust 
fund.  They  will  also  have  to  take  into  account  that  premium 
savings  bonds  can  only  be  registered  in  the  name  of  the  holder. 

Overseas  Investors 


The  main  purpose  of  Premium  Bonds  is  to  stimulate  saving 
within  the  United  Kingdom.  However,  British  foreign  exchange 
regulations  currently  permit  individuals  in  overseas  countries 
to  buy  the  bonds  on  the  same  terms  as  other  National  Saving 
securities.  These  bonds  are  not  considered  to  be  lottery 
tickets  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but  their  legal  position  is 
quite  different  w hen  considered  in  the  light  of  Canadian 


\. 
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legislation  regarding  lotteries.  This,  once  again,  points 
out  the  complexity  of  our  present  gambling  problem  as  well 
as  the  difficulties  confronting  our  enforcement  agencies.

THE  SWEDISH  PREMIUM  BOND  LOADS 


In  addition  to  Government  bonds  which  bear  interest  annu¬ 
ally,  the  Swedish  Government,  since  1916,  has  put  up  for  sale  a. 
number  of  issues  of  Government  bonds  which  bear  no  interest  but 
which  give  the  purchaser  an  opportunity  of  winning,  twice  each 
year,  until  the  bond  matures,  a  substantial  cash  prize*.  There 
is  one  exception  and  that  is  the  Housing  Construction  Loan  which 
was  issued  in  1955  and  has  only  one  draw  annually. 

This  type  of  loan  was  designed  to  appeal  to  the  general 
public  and  the  nominal  value  of  each  bond  was  set  as  low  as 
S.  Crs.  50.  However,  this  amount  was  increased  to  S.  Crs.  100 
per  bond  for  loans  issued  during  I960  and  1961. 

In  the  beginning  this  form  of  investment  was  not  used 
extensively,  in  fact  only  two  such  loans  were  issued  during  the 
period  1916-1940  amounting  to  S.  Crs.  200  million,  which  sub¬ 
sequently  were  converted  into  new  loans  and  increased  to  S.  Crs. 
325  million.  Eleven  more  Premium  Bond  Loans  were  issued  during 
and  after  World  War  II.  At  present  there  are  thirteen  such 
loans  outstanding  -  issued  during  1942,  (two  identical  loans 
of  S.  Crs.  150  million  each),  1943,  1944,  1946,  1947,  1951, 

1954,  1955,  1956,  1959,  I960  and  1961-  In  addition  there  is  the 
special  Housing  Construction  Loan  which  was  put  up  for  sale  in 

1955.  These  loans  have  a  total  value  of  S.  Crs.  2.203  million 
(as  of  August  31 ,  196l)  or  close  to  10%  of  the  total  national 
debt . 


The  Premium  Bonds  are  distributed  through  the  banks  and  some 
specially  authorized  distributors  such  as  large  department  stores 
and  co-operative  shops  throughout  Sweden.  These  distributors 
have  to  buy  them  from  the  Swedish  Dept.  Office.  If  they  purchase 
bonds  in  the  amount  of  S.  Crs.  1  million  or  more  they  are  allowed 
a  reduction  of  50  %’re  per  bond(S.  Crs.  50  nominal  value).  If 
the  total  amount  purchased  is  less  than  1  million  S.  Crs.  the 

reduction  varies  from  30-40  %  re.  Post  offices  also  sell  these 

bonds  to  the  public  ;  as  government  offices  they  do  not  pay  for 
the  bonds  but  sell  them  as  agents  for  the  Department  Office. 

Premium  bonds  are  also  sold  on  credit,  but  this  form  of  sale 
is  strictly  regulated  by  law  and  can  only  be  made  through  agents 
appointed  by  the  National  Department  Office  under  contract. 

Only  three  such  agents  are  operating  at  present.  To  buy  a  S.  Crs. 

50  Premium  Bond  on  the  installment  plan  will  cost  about 

S.  Crs.  56.50. 

Each  year  a  certain  sum  is  specified  in  the  Swedish  National 
Budget  for  the  premium  bond  loans.  This  amount  is  intended  to 
cover  among  other  things,  the  prize  money  for  the  drawings. 
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(a  pre-determined  amount),  the  advertising  costs  in  connection 
with  the  issue,  the  fees  to  commissioners,  and  other  adminis¬ 
trative  costs.  It  is,  of  course,  the  Riksdag  (Parliament) 
which  must  approve  the  budget  each  year  and  it  is  the  Riksdag 
which  informs  the  National  Department  Office  how  much  must  be 
raised  through  loans.  The  Office  has  the  responsibility  for 
deciding  how  such  money  should  be  raised  (i,e.  by  interest 
bearing  bonds  or  premium  bonds  or  both)  ,  when  to  commence  a 
new  issue  of  premium  bond  loans,  the  total  sum  involved,  the 
prize  plan  etc. 

V/hen  considering  a  new  issue  of  a  Premium  Bond  Loan  it  is 
important  that  the  loan  should  be  large  enough  to  have  some 
substantial  prizes.  Under  the  present  conditions  the  desirable 
level  seems  to  be  around  S.  Crs.  150  million.  Due  to  the  time 
it  takes  to  print  the  bonds  and  since  the  prospectus  also  appears 
on  its  back,  it  ip  necessary  to  determine  the  nominal  rate  of 
interest  4-^5  months  in  advance.  Any  sudden  change  in  the  bond 
market  therefore  might  influence  the  pried  on  the  bonds  which 
might  consequently  be  issued  at  a  discount  or  at  a  premium. 

The  draw  takes  place  twice  a  year  and  the  nominal  rates 
of  interest  which  determines  the  prize  funds  vary  from  4-625  - 
2.467%.  The  1961  issue  has  the  highest  and  the  1946  issue  the 
lowest  rate  of  interest.  The  pripe  plan  is  designed  in  such 
a  way  that  it  contains  a  substantial  first  prize  and  a  number 
of  other  prizes  which  will  give  the  individual  holder  of  bonds 
a  reasonable  opportunity  to  win.  The  public  seems  to  prefer 
large  prizes  and  since  1955  and  subsequent  issues  the  first 
prize  has  been  S.  Crs.  250,000,  The  odds  against  the  holder  of 
a  single  Premium  Bond  of  S.  Crs.  100  (I960  issue)  winning  a 
prize  every  six  months  have  been  75-1.  This  is  due  to  the 
relatively  large  number  of  small  prizes.  The  prospectus  govern- 
ingthe  issue  of  the  I960  Premium  Bond  Loan  will  illustrate 
this  point ;

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Every  bond  issue  consists  of  several  series  and  the  draw 
is  so  arranged  that  a  certain  number  of  prizes  of  100,50  and 
£.  Crs.  25  per  series  is  guaranteed.  Thus,  every  series  of 
the  i960  Premium  Bond  Loan  is  guaranteed  prizes  equivalent 
to  1.5%  of  total  capital  invested  in  that  series. 

All  prizes  over  S.  Crs.  25  are  taxed  20%  which  is  deducted 
by  the  National  Department  Office  before  the  prizes  are  paid 
out  to  the  winners.  Of  the  oustanding  Premium  Bond  Loans  only 
those  of  1942  and  1943  have  prizes  as  low  as  S.  Crs.  25.  All 
other  issues  have  S.  Crs.  50  as  their  minimum  prize.  There  are, 
of  course,  no  municipal  or  state  income  tax  payable  by  the 
winner  after  he  has  received  his  prize. 

Claims  as  to  payment  of  minimum  expire  3  years  after  the 
day  of  payment.  However,  it  is  the  National  Department  Office’s 
policy  not  to  enforce  this  law  too  strictly  since  it  likes  to 
consider  each  case  on  its  own  merits.  As  far  as  the  nominal 
value  of  the  bond  is  concerned  it  expires  10  years  after  the  day 
of  redemption. 

Prizes  of  S.  Crs.  1,000  or  less  are  paid  through  the  com¬ 
mercial  banks.  A  service  charge  of  S.  Cr.  1  per  prize  is  later 
paid  by  the  National  Department  Office. 

The  Premium  Bonds  are  listed  on  the  Stockholm  Stock  Exchange 
and  as  a  rule  the  value  of  the  bonds  increases  as  the  draw 
approaches  and  falls  again  immediately  after  the  draw  has  taken 
place.  However,  the  bonds  are  not  quoted  during  the  week  of  the 

draw.

Norwegian  Premium  Bond  Loans 

The  first  loan  was  issued  by  the  Norwegian  Government 
in  1950  and  after  a  period  of'  five  years  six  other  premium 
bond  loans  followed  in  rapid  succession  (1955  I,  1955  II, 

195b,  1957,  1959  and  1961).  The  present  value  of  all  out¬ 
standing  premium  bond  loans  amounts  to  N.  Crs.  455  million. 

These  bonds  received  thq  nickname  r,the  Goldfish’'  due 
to  the  initial  advertising  campaign  which  pictured  a  gold¬ 
fish  with  a  N.  Crs.  100,000  label  attached  to  it.  According 
to  reports,  they  have  been  favourably  received  by  the  public 
who  seem  to  welcome  the  opportunity  to  win  substantial  prizes; 
the  fact  that  they  are  tax  free  makes  them  even  more  attrac¬ 
tive  . 

The  premium  bonds  are  distributed  through  the  Bank  of 
Norway,  the  various  commerqial-and  savings-banks,  bond  brokers, 
and  the  Post  Office,  On  the  average,  the  distributors  receive 
a  commission  of  30  pre  per  bend.  However,  the  Post  Office 
receive  55  0re  and  this  is  presumably  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Post  Office  also  covers  the  thinly  pop  lated  areas. 

According  to  Norwegian  law,  lotteries  are  prohibited  to 
offer  money  prizes.  There  are  a  few  exceptions  and  these  are 
governed  by  special  statutes,  like  the  Money  (ft  te)  Lottery 
Act,  1925  and  an  Act  Permitting  the  State  to  Issue  Premium 
Bond  Loans ,  1924  • 

Up  to  date  no  regulations  have  been  made  under  the 
Premium  Bond  Loans  Act,  but  the  Storting  (Parliament)  approves 
the  annual  budget  and  givps  the  Department  of  Finance  and 
Customs  the  authority  to  issue  new/  premium  bond  loans  within 
certain  stipulated  limits.  The  various  terms  governing  each 
loan  are  of  course  determined  by  the  Department. 

There  are  at  present  seven  Premium  Bond  Loans  outstanding 
to  a  total  value  of  N.  Crs.  455  million.  Since  1955  the  various 
prize  funds  have  been  credited  with  amounts  equal  to  3,5 7°  of' 
the  loans  nominal  value.  Generally,  there  are  three  draws  a 
year.  However,  the  loans  issued  in  1950  and  1961  have  semi¬ 
annual  draws  only.  Extra  prizes  amounting  to  N.  Crs.  500,000 
per  loan  were  offered  as  an  added  attraction  when  the  first 
draw  took  place  in  June  1956,  April  1957  and  July  195$. 


The  prize  plans  follow  the  usual  pattern  and  contain 
a  substantial  first  prize  and  a  number  of  smaller  prizes 
which  give  the  individual  bond,  holder  a  reasonable  chance 
to  win.  The  maximum  prize  amounts  to  N.  Crs.  100,000  and 
the  odds  against  a  holder  of  a  single  premium  bond  of  K.  Crs. 
50  (1961  issue)  winning  a  prize  every  six  months  are  294  :  1. 
The  Swedish  Premium  Bonds  offer  more  favourable  odds  than 
the  Norwegian  ones  but  this  is  mainly  due  to  the  minimum 
price  of  N,  Crs.  50  per  bond  in  Norway  as  against  £.  Crs. 

100  in  Sweden, 
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which  later  charge  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Customs 
commission  of  1  mi  lie  or  a  minimum  of  50  s^re  per  prize. 


Ihe  winning  bonds  are  stamped  and  it  is  up  to  the 
individual  bond  holder  to  request  an  attestation  setting  out 
the  value  of  the  prize  received.  Ouch  proof  will  later  be 
requested  by  the  taxation  authorities.
